1 . An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure.

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Danschikov et al (US Patent 5,492,657). 

Danschikov et al discloses a method for processing rubber products. At col. 1 , 
lines 22-29, Danschikov et al discloses recycling solid waste materials such as used 
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tires from automobiles. At col. 2, lines 1-9, Danschikov et al discloses pulverizing such 
used rubber and then using the pulverized rubber in the soles of shoes or the like. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following claim is drafted by the examiner and considered to distinguish 
patentably over the art of record in this application, and is presented to applicant for 
consideration: 

1 . A method for recycling used automobile tires into shoes comprising: 

a) cutting a sole portion of a used tire directly with mechanical knives into 
a specified size of a shoe sole; 

b) cutting a heel portion directly out of a sidewall portion of a used tire; 

c) adhesively bonding the sole portion to the heel portion; 

d) stitching the sole portion to an upper portion to form a shoe.
